DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1991. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
Iheir final publication in the Official Gazette except 
clause (b) of rule .3 and rule 4 which shall como 
into force after a period <if six months from the date 
of their final publication in the Ollictal Gazette, 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules,

“Explanation-VI :—‘Wholesale package' 
means a package containing 

(a) a number Of retail packages, where 
such first mentioned packages is in¬ 
tended for sale, distribution or deli¬ 
very Lo an intermediary and is not 
in'.ended for sale direct to a single 
consumer ; 

(bj a commodity of food sold to an in¬ 
termediary in bulk to enable such 
intermediary to sell, distribute or 
deliver such commodity of food to 
the consumer in sufaUer quandtie.s. 

Explanation-Vll : Prepacked commodity with its 
grammatical variations and cognate expression.s means 
a commodity of food with or without the purchaser 
being present, is placed in a package of whatever 
nature so that a predetermined value and s-uch value 
cannot be altered without the package or its lid or 
cap ; as the case may be, being opened or undergoing 
a perceptible modifications. 

Note : The expression ‘package' wherever it occurs 
in these rules, shall be construed as package contain¬ 
ing prepacked commodity of food articles. 

(c) after clause (g), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely ;— 

“(h) the month and year upto which the product 
is best for consumption, in the following manner, 
namely :—

(4) The height ol any letter or number in the 
declaration un the principal display pane! shall not 
be less than that .shown in Table I with respect to 
the princip'ff display panel : 

Provided that the width of no letter' or number 
shall be less than one-third of its height; but this 
proviso shall not appiy in the case of numerical ‘1’ 
and letters (i) and (1) ; 

(5) The foregoing provition.-i of this rule shall 
not apply to a package if the information to be 
spccifiod on such package under this rule is also 
required to b’e given by or under any other law for 
the time being in force.
